IPTAY  PROVIDES  EDUCATION

All  of  these  boys  have  something  in  common. 
All  came  to  Clemson  to  receive  an  education  and 
to  play  athletics.  Some  played  more  than  others, 
but  had  it  not  been  for  one  organization,  probably 
few  of  them  would  have  had  the  opportunity  to 
further  their  education  and  participate  in  athletics 
for  the  Tigers. 

These  names  were  not  picked  for  any  specific 
reason.  Any  number  of  others  could  have  been 
chosen.   In  fact,  the  list  is  almost  endless. 

These  boys,  along  with  over  2,000  more,  can  at- 
tribute their  education  to  IPTAY,  a  mysterious 
sounding  name  that  has  become  synonymous  with 
Clemson  athletics  for  nearly  four  decades. 

The  name  IPTAY  stands  for  "I  Pay  Twenty  A 
Year"  and  means  just  what  it  says.  People  who 
are  interested  in  giving  $20  or  more  a  year  in  order 
to  keep  Clemson  athletics  competitive  and  on  a 
high  plane  do  just  that.  Many  give  more  than  that 
amount,  but  that  is  the  minimum. 

There  are  apparently 
several  forerunners  to 
IPTAY  at  Clemson.  but 
IPTAY  is  the  one  that  fi- 
nally clicked  and  has 
paid  off  handsome  divi- 
dends.

The  IPTAY  Story 

Beginning  September  a  year  ago,  and  ending 
this  past  August,  members  of  IPTAY  contributed 
more  money  into  the  Clemson  scholarship  club 
than  ever  before,  even  surpassing  the  record  set 
a  year  earlier. 

This  past  September  1st  started  the  37th  year  of 
IPTAY  and  probably  no  other  group  of  people  has 
done  more  for  collegiate  athletics  anywhere. 

Thousands  of  boys  have  received  an  education 
through  IPTAY  which  otherwise  would  not  have 
been  possible.  And  the  need  for  additional  mem- 
berships increases  each  year. 

During  the  36th  year  of  operation  the  club  has 
one  of  its  largest  memberships  on  record  with  7,034 
regular  members:  1.469  $100  Gold  Card  members, 
28  $250  members.  38  $500  members  and  18  who 
have  contributed  $1,000  to  the  club. 

IPTAY  was  started  —  and  still  functions  —  with 
one  purpose  in  mind,  that  is,  to  finance  athletic 
scholarships  at  Clemson.  Not  one  single  penny 
contributed  during  the  past  36  years  has  been  used 
for  any  other  purpose.  All  contributions  are  lax 
deductible. 

From  the  records  available,  there  were  185  peo- 
ple who  were  members  of  IPTAY  during  that  first 
year  of  1934-35.  Over  a  third  of  these  are  now  de- 
ceased, but  better  than  60  per  cent  of  those  still 
living  are  members  today  and  a  fifth  of  them  are 
Gold  Card  members. 

The  late  Dr.  Rupert  H.  (Rube)  Fike  was  the 
father  of  IPTAY.  It  was  his  idea  that  something 
should  be  done  to  support  athletics  at  Clemson. 
His  thought  was  being  churned  around  when  the 
Tigers  were  at  one  of  their  lowest  depths  of  foot- 
ball. The  team  had  won  only  seven  games,  while 
losing  17  and  tieing  five  in  three  years. 

The  beginning  of  IPTAY  was  an  adrenaline  to 
football  and  the  initial  success  experienced  was 
more  than  anticipated.  For  the  next  eight  years, 
the  football  teams  had  break  even  seasons  or  bet- 
ter. And  the  sixth  season  after  IPTAY  was  born, 
the  Tigers  went  to  their  first  bowl  game.  Five 
other  post-season  classics  were  to  come  Clemson's 
way  in  the  next  19  years. 

While  football  was  to  be  the  main  beneficiary  of 
IPTAY  funds.  Clemson's  other  athletic  teams  have 
also  benefited  from  the  program  as  evidenced  by 
the  conference  championships  won  in  other  sports, 
not  to  mention  the  numerous  All-America  and  All- 
Conference  honors  won  by  individuals. 

IPTAY  put  Clemson  athletics  on  the  map  —  to 
stay.

Frank  Howard  slopped  aside  last  December  10th  as 
Clemson  head  football  coach,  thus  ending  the  longest 
tenure  in  the  nation. 

The  man  who  had  165  victories  to  his  credit  decided 
30  years  was  enough  pacing  on  the  sidelines,  so  he  drop- 
ped part  of  his  dual  role  and  kept  the  one  labeled  ath- 
letic director. 

During  his  stay  of  39  years  on  the  coaching  staff,  nine 
as  line  coach  to  Jess  Neely,  Howard  roamed  the  con- 
tinent of  North  America,  as  well  as  that  of  Europe,  and 
spread  the  good  word  on  his  life's  work — football — and 
at  the  same  time,  putting  in  a  good  word  for  Clemson. 

Howard's  victories  number  him  as  the  19th  leading 
coach  in  collegiate  football  (see  table  in  opposite  column). 
He  won  more  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  championships 
than  anyone  else  and  during  his  stay  at  Clemson,  he 
saw  52  different  coaches  come  and  go  at  the  other  ACC 
schools. 

Howard  played  in  one  post  season  bowl  game  as  an 
undergraduate  at  Alabama,  went  to  one  as  a  Clemson 
assistant  coach  and  then  carried  six  of  his  own  teams  to 
season-ending  classics. 

The  61-year-old  Howard  also  found  time  to  coach  in 
nine  post-season  all-star  games,  and  even  he  is  afraid 
to  estimate  the  number  of  coaching  clinics  he  has  lec- 
tured at.

Ingram  Is  18th  Head  Coach  At  Clemson 


Cecil  Wayne  (Hootie)  Ingram.  Jr.,  became  Clemson's 
18th  head  football  coach  last  December  17th,  one  week 
after  Frank  Howard  retired  from  active  coaching. 

Ingram,  who,  like  Howard,  graduated  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama,  started  out  in  high  school  coaching 
and  when  he  took  his  first  collegiate  assistantship  at 
Wake  Forest  in  1960,  set  a  goal  of  becoming  a  head 
coach  in  10  years.  Just  as  planned,  he  made  it- 
Following  one  year  with  the  Deacons,  he  toiled  and 
listened  three  years  at  Virginia  Tech,  another  three  at 
Georgia  and  a  final  trio  at  Arkansas  before  accepting 
the  Clemson  offer. 

Ingram  found,  in  his  words,  "not  many  great  football 
players,  but  more  than  our  share  of  good  ones"  at  Clem- 
son. He  made  the  best  of  20  spring  practice  days. 

Now,  with  the  first  season  to  call  their  own,  Ingram 
and  his  staff  are  anxious  to  put  their  ideas  to  work,  to 
recruit  their  first  complete  freshman  team  and  to  con- 
tinue the  Clemson  tradition  —  a  solid  football  program.

THE  DUKE  SERIES 

Coach  Tom  Harp  brings  an  exciting  Duke  foot- 
ball team  into  "Death  Valley"  today. 

The  offense  is  stacked  with  such  stars  as  Leo 
Hart,  probably  the  best  quarterback  ever  to  hit 
the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference;  sophomore  full- 
back Steve  Jones,  who  ranks  in  the  top  10  nation- 
ally in  punting  and  in  the  same  elite  group  for  all- 
purpose  running  (yardage  by  rushing,  pass  receiv- 
ing, returns  of  punts,  kickoffs  and  interceptions); 
and  Wes  Chesson,  who  is  No.  6  nationally  in  rc- 

On  defense,  the  Blue  Devils  also  have  their  stars. 
Linebacker  Dick  Biddle  sniffs  out  ball  carriers  like 
a  well-trained  hunting  dog;  and  defensive  back 
Rich  Seorl,  who  made  All-ACC  as  a  sophomore, 
has  radar  accuracy  when  it  comes  to  pass  inter- 
ceptions. 

Clemson  had  won  four  in  a  row  from  the  Blue 
Devils  until  Duke's  win  iasl  year.  34-27  game  at 
Durham.  The  Tigers  trail  in  the  overall  series,  6-8. 
which  began  in  1934.  but  have  copped  six  out  of 
the  11  games  since  the  ACC  was  formed. 

While  most  folks  figure  that  the  Clemson-Wake 
Forest  series  packs  the  most  excitement,  a  few 
stem  winders  have  also  developed  with  the  Blue 
Devils.  In  seven  of  the  last  11  games,  seven  points 
or  less  have  separated  the  two. 

In  1957  Duke  won  by  a  score  of  7-6.  although 
Clemson  had  all  the  statistics,  except  the  most  im- 
portant one.  That  was  a  cold,  rainy  day  at  Dur- 
ham. Two  years  later  at  Clemson  it  was  the  Tigers' 
time,  and  they  came  through,  6-0.  in  a  game  that 
had  as  many  thrills  as  last  year's  donnybrook. 

Duke  came  back  in  1960  to  win,  21-6.  which  led 
to  Coach  Howard's  remark,  when  asked  what  the 
turning  point  of  the  game  was,  "Two  years  ago 
when  I  didn't  get  any  good  halfbacks." 

Three  years  ago,  Tom  Harp  grabbed  himself  a 
good  quarterback,  there's  no  two  ways  about  it. 
And  any  Clemson  player  who  has  faced  him  will 
vouch  for  that. 

After  the  Tigers  had  grabbed  a  9-0  lead  last  year. 
Hart  took  over.  He  scored  three  times  rushing, 
then  settled  down  to  his  passing  game.  He  com- 
pleted 17  of  27  passes  for  212  yards  and  added  46 
more  rushing. 

Ray  Yauger  had  one  of  his  better  days,  rushing 
for  141  yards  and  Tommy  Kendrick  passed  Cor  239 
yards;  but  when  Mike  Davies  intercepted  a  Ken- 
drick pass  with  less  than  two  minutes  to  go,  the 
Tigers  were  still  seven  points  shy.

TOMMY  SUGGS.  South  Carolina  Quarterback:  My 

lather.  He  didn't  force  me  into  it,  but  we  always 
had  a  football  or  baseball  or  some  other  sports 
equipment  around  and  it  seems  we  were  always 
playing.  There  were  a  lot  of  boys  my  age  where 
we  lived  and  we  always  got  together  and  had  a 
big  game  on  Sundays.  When  you  come  from  a 
small  town,  sports  are  Ihe  thing  to  do.  There 
really  wasn't  much  else  to  do  in  Lamar  and  I 
just  grew  up  playing  ball.  All  my  friends  played 
and  it  was  natural  to  try  to  excel!,  even  when 
you're  playing  for  enjoyment. 

RANDY  LESTYK,  Virginia  Defensive  Tackle:  I 
was  always  the  youngest  and  smallest  kid 
in  my  neighborhood.  The  last  person  picked 
for  every  game.

I  had  almost  decided  against  competing  at 
the  intercollegiate  level,  bul  being  a  black  at  a 
predominaleiy  white  university  offered  me  a  chal- 
lenge that  quickly  dispelled  my  idea  of  not 
playing.  I  wanted  to  prove  to  myself  that  I 
could  be  a  good  student  as  well  as  an  athlete 
at  North  Carolina  State. 

JOHNNY  SWOFFORD.  North  Carolina  Quarter- 
back: I  guess  most  of  my  interest  stemmed 
from  my  family  I  have  three  older  brothers, 
all  of  whom  played  football.  Jim  was  a 
tackle  at  Duke  and  the  entire  family  used 
to  travel  every  Saturday  to  see  him  play. 
Carl  and  Bill  (now  the  popular  singer  Oliver) 
did  not  play  football  in  college,  but  both 
were  very  good  high  school  players.  As  far 
back  as  I  can  remember,  my  family  has 
talked  about  football.  With  this  kind  ot 
interest,  I  guess  it  was  only  natural  that  I 
would  wind  up  playing  the  sport,  too.

Is  the  Lifeblood 
of  the  Earth 

Rain,  streams  and  rivers  form  a  complex  circula- 
tory system  that  cleanses  land  and  skv.  carries  food 
and  wastes,  and  sustains  life 

Like  the  human  bloodstream,  this  system  deteri- 
orates rapidly  when  severely  abused  or  overtaxed. 

A  recent  report  by  the  S  C.  Pollution  Control  Au- 
thority (SCPCA)  and  the  Federal  Water  Pollution 
Control  Administration  states  that  H80  million  Ral- 
lonsof  partialis'  treated  wastes  are  pumped  daily  in- 
to South  Carolina  waters. 

tt  cites  33  severe  pollution  problems  in  the  state's 
coastal  and  seven  major  river  basins 

And  South  Carolina's  shift  from  rural  to  urban-in- 
dustrial economy,  the  report  says,  is  creating  mount- 
ing usable  water  demands  which  by  l'JM't  should 
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surpass  1 ,3  billion  gallons  per  day,  a  146  per  cent  in- 
crease in  only  30  years. 

Working  to  meet  those  demands  are  Clemson  Uni- 
versity's five-year-old  Water  Resources  Research  In- 
stitute (WRRl)  and  researchers  in  departments  like 
environmental  systems  engineering. 

The  WRRl,  supported  by  state  and  federal  funds, 
coordinates  water  resourc  es  research  at  educational 
institutions  and  by  governmental  agencies  in  South 
Carolina. 

One  WRRl -supported  project  is  determining  wheth- 
er a  vortex  —  or  whirlpool-type  water  flow  —  removes 
pump-clogging  grit  trom  waste  water  in  treatment 
systems  more  efficiently  than  does  the  conventional 
straight  How. 

Another  project  investigated  DOT  accumulation 
by  fish  in  relation  to  its  level  in  their  water  envjfon- 
ment  to  determine  what  restrictions  in  DDT  use  are 
needed  to  maintain  safe  water  purity  levels. 

Other  WRRI-sponsored  studies  include  a  compari- 
son of  the  problems  and  the  cost  of  treating  textile 
wastes  in  municipal  sewage  treatment  plants  and 
in  industrial  plants,  and  experiments  with  friction- 
reducing  materials,  like  okra  gum.  in  waste  water  to 
greatly  increase  its  flow  rate,  thus  decreasing  treat- 
ment time. 

Dr.  A.  Ray  Abernathy.  professor  of  environmental 
systems  engineering,  is  one  of  several  Clemson  facul- 
ty members  whose  research  is  focused  on  water  pol- 
lution. 

A  device  that  automatically  measures  and  records 
water  quality  in  streams  was  developed  in  an  SCPCA- 
sponsored  project  headed  by  Dr.  Abernathy. 

Under  a  federal  grant  he  and  three  other  Clemson 
researchers  have  surveyed  waste  treatment-disposal 
procedures  in  the  state's  textile  industries  to  pro- 
vide information  tor  pollution  studies. 

He  is  currently  investigating  how  overloads  of 
treated  sewage  and  other  nutrients  are  causing  oxy- 
gen depletion  and  overabundant,  fish-destroying  al- 
gae growth  in  Reedy  River  and  Lake  Greenwood. 

Water  pollution  is  a  complex  c  hain  of  problems, 
says  Dr.  Abernathy. 


"By  the  time  rain  falls  on  a  mountain  and  trickles 
downhill  into  a  stream,  it  may  already  be  contami- 
nated by  air  pollutants,"  he  says. 

Water  gets  progressively  more  polluted  as  it  courses 
by  farmlands,  industrial  plants,  towns,  cities,  through 
lakes,  and  merges  with  other  streams  on  its  endless 
trek  to  nature's  garbage  dump,  the  sea. 

In  agricultural  areas  streams  pick  up  pesticides, 
fertilizers  and  animal  and  other  organic  wastes  More 
than  65,500  registered  boats  pollute  the  state's  waters 
with  petroleum  spills. 

"Near  towns  domestic  sewage  and  municipal  street 
drainage  with  its  oil  and  other  petroleum  residues 
enter  the  flow  Inadequately  treated  domestic  sew- 
age may  carry  disease-causing  organisms,"  says  Dr. 
Abernathy. 

Organic  wastes,  detergents,  and  chemicals  gush 
into  the  water  from  many  industrial  plants  which 
generally,  he  says,  only  partially  treat  their  effluents. 

Pollution  processes  arc  repetitious.  Water  between 
Greenville  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  for  example,  is 
used  at  least  four  or  five  times  by  municipal  and 
industrial  water  supply  and  waste  treatment  systems. 

Historically,  South  Carolinians  have  used  their 
Streams  as  open  waste  disposal  channels.  I  he  streams 
have  been  able  to  handle  the  burdens  of  silt,  chemi- 
cal pollutants,  human  wastes  and  other  organic  ma- 
terials b\  transp<  irting,  breaking  down  and,  espe<  lal- 
k   \>\  diluting  them. 

"But  dilution  can't  always  be  the  solution,'  Dr. 
Abernathy  emphasizes,  "for  usable  water  demands 
will  soon  equal  or  surpass  our  water  supply." 

The  solution,  he  says,  lies  ultimately  in  develop- 
ing pollution-free  products  or  processes,  or  a  com- 
pletely closed  cycle  in  which  industrial  and  munici- 
pal waste  water  are  treated  for  re-use,  thus  elimi- 
nating all  discharges. 

"Until  we  reach  that  point,"  says  Dr.  Abernathy, 

proper  research  can  help  ease  the  problem  by  de- 
veloping more  effective  sewage  treatment  plants, 
pinpointing  sources  of  water  pollution,  and  creating 
the  tools  and  techniques  needed  to  eliminate  our 
major  pollution  problems."

Top  Photography  Facilities  ... 

Facilities  for  photographers,  including  ample  camera 
space,  dark  room  access  and  on-the-spot  pictures  of  the 
game  make  Clemson's  press  box  one  of  the  most  talked- 
about  of  any  anywhere  on  the  circuit. 

Movie  crews  filming  the  game  for  Clemson  and  the 
visiting  team  have  a  27-foot  open  section  right  in  the 
middle  of  the  second  deck  of  the  press  box  which  will 
easily  accommodate  six  movie  tripods. 

One  flight  up  is  a  35-yard  long  "front  row"  for  still 
cameras  and  those  filming  for  TV.  No  one  is  too  far  off 
the  50-yard  line  with  the  angle  afforded  from  this  top 
deck. 

Photographers,  as  well  as  sportswriters  covering  Clem- 
son's home  games,  have  become  accustomed  to  the  third 
floor  of  the  press  box.  Behind  the  row  of  cameras  is  the 
famous  buffet  served  for  those  covering  the  game  where 
the  finest  of  food  is  enjoyed  from  the  "'Top  of  the 
Valley." 

Chief  photographer  Charles  Haralson,  and  his  assist- 
ants, Tom  Shockley,  Hal  Smith  and  Bill  Osteen,  are  on 
hand  for  two  reasons:  to  shoot  game  films  for  the  ath- 
letic staff;  and  to  assist  visiting  photographers  covering 
the  game. 

Harry  Durham  and  Jim  Burns  head  up  the  Clemson 
Communications  Center  and  devote  their  lime  seeing 
that  all  runs  well,  and  at  the  same  time,  always  willing 
to  lend  a  helping  hand. 

During  the  week  many  requests  for  game  action  film, 
video  taped  interviews,  stills  and  other  special  photo 
needs  are  filled  for  newspapers,  radio  and  TV  stations. 

Game  action  is  shot  during  the  first  half  of  each  home 
game  by  a  staff  photographer  and  a  set  of  pictures  (five 
or  six  prints)  is  furnished  to  any  news  media  request 
before  the  end  of  the  game. 

This  rapid  service  is  done  through  a  Fotorite  machine, 
a  rapid  print  processing,  and  is  the  only  one  in  use  in 
the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  and  one  of  the  few  in  the 
nation  used  as  such. 

During  the  past  eight  seasons  nearly  3,300  photos  have 
been  given  free  to  the  press  by  the  process,  thanks  to 
the  closely-knit  crew  of  the  Communications  Center. 


Network  In  17th  Year  .  .  . 

The  Clemson  Football  Network  enters  its  17th  year 
in  1970  with  an  expanded  format  which  will  give  net- 
work listeners  a  better  "inside  look"  on  the  Tigers. 

The  network,  which  is  one  of  the  largest  university- 
operated  networks  in  the  nation,  averaged  57.7  stations 
a  game  last  fall.  With  the  type  enthusiasm  exhibited  in 
the  spring  toward  Clemson  football,  a  network  as  large, 
or  larger,  is  anticipated  this  fall. 

Jim  Phillips  and  Bruce  Buchanan,  both  from  the  staff 
(if  WFBC  Radio  and  Television  in  Greenville,  will  again 
handle  the  play-by-play  and  color  respectively,  and 
Banks  McFadden,  former  Clemson  All-America,  will 
add  his  commentary  with  halftime  interviews.  Either 
Bill  Garrison  or  Bill  Lynn  of  the  WFBC  engineering 
staff  will  serve  as  producer-director  to  give  the  network 
the  best  possible  professional  touch. 

Added  this  year  for  the  first  time  will  be  a  pre-game 
as  well  as  a  post-game  show  by  Clemson's  new  football 
coach.  Cecil  (Hootie)  Ingram. 

The  network  will  sign  on  five  minutes  earlier  than 
usual  and  stay  on  the  air  10  minutes  following  the  wrap- 
up  period  when  Phillips  and  Ingram  will  comment  on 
what  to  expect  in  the  game,  then  just  a  few  minutes 
away;  as  well  as  presenting  quick  observations  of  the 
game  just  completed. 

Phillips,  now  sports  director  of  WFBC  Radio  and  TV, 
has  17  years  of  broadcasting  behind  him.  He  came  from 
his  native  Ohio  where  he  was  affiliated  at  various  times 
with  stations  in  Alliance,  Ashland  and  Lima.  Before 
coming  with  the  Clemson  network.  Phillips  did  the  play- 
by-play  for  the  Kent  State  University  Network. 

Buchanan  is  general  manager  of  WFBC  Radio  and  is 
well-known  in  sports  broadcasting  circles  throughout 
the  Carolinas.  He  had  done  a  variety  of  high  school 
sports  for  many  years.  He  has  been  closely  associated 
with  Clemson  athletics  for  nearly  two  decades. 

Clemson  network  listeners  can  expect  an  accurate, 
colorful  and  professional  description  of  each  game.  Phil- 
lips. Buchanan  and  McFadden  will  triple-team  micro- 
phones in  covering  every  corner  of  South  Carolina  with 
Tiger  football.
